IleadqnaTters Of the Third Japanese 
Army in front of Pfirt Arthur, Nov. 2, by 
way of Chefoo, Nov. 8.—<(’en*ore«T:'F-^In 
the afternoon the Russians replied with 
field guns from Tnku mountain and with 
larger guns from the east forts.

At 
the reqne<t of the British government, 
represeiit»-*l by the Earl of Dysart. solid- | 
tor of the treasury, this conservative 
award was rendered by the first court 
of inquiry preceding the aesrion «<f the 
international tribunal. 

The government asked the jury u«»t to 
find a verdict of wilful murder or man¬ 
slaughter le*cause "delicate questions 
are going which should not be made 
more difficult, ami they thought it better 
Hot to let any one think they had pre- . 
judiced the cast? before having heard both 1 
aides." In consequence the jury simply ; 
set forth the facts, with the evidence of !

Among thorn are 
tiio following: Ou January 1st’, 1904. 
there were 117,100 persons certified as 
insane in England add Wales, or 3,235 
in excess of the number reported on 
January 1st. 1903. In the ten years end¬ 
ing December 31st, 1003, the average an¬ 
nual increase in the number of insane 
was 2,513, and the increase in 1003 ex¬ 
ceeded that average by 821. On Janu¬ 
ary 1st, 10(4, the total number of otti- 
ciallv reported insane to the estimated 
, Inundation of England and Wales was 
' in the proi>ortion of 1 to 2S8; or, in other 
I wfirils, the ratio of the imwitit* per 10,000 
of population was 34.71; while last year 
on the same day^tho. ratio was 24.14. 
The commissioners point out that in 
dealing with the gross figures alone there 
has boon a rise in the totul numbers 
from 113,004 to 117.199, i. e., an in- 
creaso of 2.8 per cent., but the increase 
of tae one ratio over the other was 1.7 
per cent., a rate which represents more 
accurately the actual growth of insanity, 
since it takes into account the growth in 
population. The total increase in tliis 
ratio for the past ten years was 12.1 per 
cent., whereas the increase in the uum- 
Ihts of the insane during the same period 
was 27.3 per cent. In 1804 the propor¬ 
tion of iusane to total population was as 
1 tt* 327; in It*>4 it is as 7 to 288. and 
while the insane have increased from 
92.1 nn) to 117.000, the general iH»pulatiou 
has grown from about 3O.O0O.OOO to 33.- 
750,000. Alcoholic iuteni|H“ranc6 figures 
prominently among the physical causes of 
insanity.

SYNOPSIS OF REGULATIONS FOR Dl» 
POSAL OF MINERALS ON DOMINION 
LANDS IN MANITOBA, TllE NORTH 
WEST TERRITORIES AND THIS 
YUKON TERRITORY. 

Coal.—Coal lands may be purchased at $10 
per acre for soft coal and $20 for authra 
cite. Nor more than 820 acres can be ac 
qulred by one individual or company. 
Royalty at the rutc of ten cents per ton of 
2,000 pounds shall be collected on the gross 
output. 

Quarts.—Person# of eighteen years and 
orer and Joint stock companies holding free 
miners’ certificates may obtain entry for a 
mining location. 

A free miner’s certificate Is grauted for 
rt ne or more years, not exceeding live, noun 
payment In advance of $7.50 per annum for 
an Individual, a<od from $50 to $100 per an¬ 
num top accompany, according to capital. 

A free miuer, buying discovered mineral 
in place, may locate a" claim 1,500x1,500 
feet by marking out the some with tw« 
legal posts, bearing location notices, one tt 
each end on the I'ue of the lode or vein. 

The claim shall be recorded withinfifteen 
days If located within ten niliea of a min 
ng recorder’s office, one additional day al¬ 
lowed for every additional ten mites oi 
fraction. The fee for recording a claim U 
$5. 

At least $100 must be expended on th* 
claim each year or paid to the mining re- 
corder In lieu thereof. When $500 has bee* 
expended or paid, the locator uiay. upon 
having a survey made, aud upon complying 
with other requirements, purchase the land 
at $1.00 au acre. 

Permission may be granted by the Mints 
ter of the luterlor to locute claims contain 
lng-iron and mica, also copper, In the Yu 
konVTerritory, of an area not exceeding lot 
acres. 

The patent for a mining location sbai. 
provide for the payment of a .Royalty of 
2*4 per cent, of the sales of the products of 
the location. 

Placer Mining.—Manitoba and the N. W 
T. excepting the Yukon Territory.-Placer 
mining claims generally are 100 feet square; 
entry fee. $r>. renewable yearly. Ou the 
North Saskatchewan River Halms are either 
bar or beueh, the former being 100 feet 
long aud extending between high and low 
water mark. The latter Includes bar dig 
glngs. but exleuda back to the base of th* 
hill or bank, but not exceeding 1,000 feel. 
Where steam power Is used, Halms 2Ui 
feet wide may Ik* obtained. 

Dredging lo the rivers of Manitoba and 
the N. W. T.. excepting the Yukon Terri¬ 
tory.—A free miner may obtain only two 
leases of five m'les each for a term of 
twenty years, renewable in the dl8cretios 
of the Minister of the Interior. 

The lessee’s right Is confined to the st#> 
merged bed or bars of the river below low 
water mark, and subject to the rights of 
all Iversons who have, or who may receive, 
entries for bar diggings or bench claims, 
except on the Saskatchewan River, where 
the lessee may dredge to high water mark 
on each alternate leasehold. 

The lessee shall have a dredge in opera 
t’on within one season from the date of th* 
lease for each five miles, but where a per¬ 
son or company has obtained more than 
one lease one dredge for eaeb fifteen miles 
<*r fraction is sufficient. Rental. $10 pet 
annum for each mile of river leased.

l honors in 1894. lie passed his student 
days in the office of his brother, Stuart 
Henderson, then practicing law in Ot¬ 
tawa. and now a leading member of the 
! legislative assembly of British .Colum¬ 
bia. J!" began practice* on his own ac¬ 
count in Ottawa in 1N1H, and 1902 en- 
ternl partnership with Messrs. Fripp & 
McGee, one of the lending firms in the 
junior bar of.Ottawa. 

Almost from boyhood he has taken an 
i active interest in municipal affairs. In 
politics he has been known for years ns 
7 oi u* of the most capable campaigners in 
Eastern Canada.

TUG EXTENT OF THE UNIVERSE. 


To determine a single position of any one 
star involves a good deal of computa-tlon, 
and if we reflect that, in order to attack 
the problem in qm*st Ion lu a satisfactory 
way, wo slum Id have observations of a 
million of these bodies made at Intervals 
of at least n <ourdderu-bIe fraction of a 
century, we see what an enormous task the 
astronomer* dealing with this problem have 
before them, nml how imperfect must be 
any detonnlnation of the distance of the 
stars based on onr motion through space. 
So far ns an estimate) can be made, kt 
seem* to agree fairly well with the rtwulits 
obtained by the ofTier methods. Speaking 
roughly, we have reason, from the data so 
fur avnlinble, to believe that the stars of 
the Milky Way nre frituated at a distance 
between 100.000.000 and 200 , 000,000 time* 
the distance from the sun. At distances 
loss tlinni this it mim'iii* Nkely that the stars 
are distributed through sjMioe with some 
approach to unifpnulty. We may state as 
a generai conclusion. Indicated by several 
method# of making the estimate, that near¬ 
ly aH the star# which wc can see with ouf 
tcleweope# an* contained within n sphere 
not Ukdy to bo much more than 200,000,000 
^Inies the,distance of the sun. The inquir¬ 
ing reader may here ask another question. 
Granting that all the stars we can sew are 
contained within Nils ilmlt may there not 
be any number of stars without tflis (trait, I 
which are invisible only because they are i 
too far away to be seen?—Harper's Maga¬ 
zine. *

There i» talk on the waterfront of the 
construction of a couple mom_C.JP. B. 
steamers. TUo company, it is said, re¬ 
quires another steamer for the Alaskan 
trade, but In-fore building is desirous of 
securing a better 'hold on the northern 
business. At present American steam¬ 
ers are enabled by the coasting regula¬ 
tions to cut in on the northern traffic, 
and compete with the Canadian line for 
both passenger and ireight business out 
of the ports of Victoria and Vancouver. 
This rivalry, the only competition which 
is encountered in the Yukon trade, is 
known to create considerable jealousy, 
and strong efforts, it is believed, will bo 
put forth to have the coasting regula¬ 
tions so altered as to make them more 
reciprocal in their character, that is to 
prohibit American ships carrying goods 
or pasdefigers from one Canadian point 
to another. A like privilege is not ex¬ 
tended to the Canadian Pacific Company, 
and the company considers as a result 
that they are treated unfairly. 

Capt. Ttoup is in Seattle, and what 
he intends doing iu the matter could not 
be learned to-day, but rumor has it that 
the company has been seriously consider¬ 
ing the wisdom of building a ship on the 
American side, and operating her from 
Puget Sound, instead of from Victoria. 
In tl^s way they could get a share of the 
Seattle and other Sound trade, and at 
the same time call for business at Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver. 

The matter has been before the Brit¬ 
ish Colombia Board of Trade, and al¬ 
though it has been discussed, nothing as 
yet been done, the whole question having 
been laid over for further information. 

The pn I to n|»penl to the Domin¬ 
ion government for a change of the 
coasting regulations does not. however, 
mfeet with the approval of all business 
men. Objection has been raised against 
it, namely, on the ground of monopoly, 
it being claimed that the C. P. R. Com¬ 
pany in having the British Columbia 
field all to Itself they Cook! manipulate 
business iu a way that would work to the 
injury of local merchants. 

The vessel contemplated will be larger 
than the Princess Beatrice, and of greater 
speed. She will be built of wood, as, ac¬ 
cording Co the present! policy of the C. 
P. B. Company, if reports can be relied 
on, no more steel ships are to be built for 
coasting wervice. The reason of this is 
obvious. Wooden shijis are cheaper and 
more cosily repaired. This is a very im¬ 
portant factor on a coast where navi¬ 
gation is 'intricate and accidents are fre¬ 
quent, despite the utmost care in the 
handling of ships. 

Capt. Troup, who, as stated, is on the 
Bonn*-. wHl not be home until to-morrow 
evening.

Browe Loose From Attendants and Was 
Illowji Away. 


St. Louis, Nov. 2.—Two accidents to¬ 
day prevented the long distance trial 
qf .flight arranged by ('apt. Thomas H.— 
Baldwin, of San. Francisco, to test the 
staying powers of his airship, the “Cali¬ 
fornia Arrow,” and what was to have 
been a speed demonstration around a 
prescribed triangle course of about 15 
miles, developed into a drifting exhibi¬ 
tion. The “Arrow” finally landed in a 
coni field four miles west of tho aeronau¬ 
tic concourse at the World's Fair, after 
tlu* motor had been disabled by an ex¬ 
haust cap again blowing off when the 
vessel Lai) resumed its flight after the 
first breakdown had been repaired. 

Tho airship was commanded by A. 
Roy KuAhenshnc. of Toledo. Ohio, the 
hero of the successful flights of Monday 
atid yesterday. 

The “Arrowy was brought to the 
ground about a miles and n half north¬ 
east of the concourse after the first noth- j 
dent. It was repaired and in less than 
an hour the “Arrow” was again in the 
air. making neadway against the breere 
that had blown it out of its course. 

Cheer after cheer greeted the reap¬ 
pearance of the airship. Just before;th# 
“Arrow” arrived in a position over the 
concourse fence the motor was again 
seeu to hesitate, aud the ship was again 
grasped by the breeae and hurried hack 
over the distance it had wou in its duel 
with the win'd. As long as it cpuld be 
discerned, however, the crowd watched 
its every movement, and several hundred 
persons remained until word had boon 
received from Knabenxliue that he had 
alighted safely. 

White Captain Baldwin, inventor of 
the “California Arrow,” and 1 several Mth 
sistants were returning the airship from 
the place where it lauded in 8t. Lffuls 
county to-day to the World’s Fajr 
grounds, the airship broke loose and 
soared Into the air. When last seen, it 
was drifting rapidly In a northwesterly 
direction. 

There was a trolley line to be crossed, 
and it was necessary to pass the prow 
of the craft over the trolley wire and 
catch the down-hanging rope and then 
release the rope that hung from the rear. 
In the darkness, those manipulating the 
ropes miscalculated, and both the front 
and rear ropes were released at the same 
| time. Iu a twinkliug the airship, from 
I which had been taken 25 pounds of bal¬ 
last. and unencumbered by an aeronaut, 

I escaped. 

| To the Associated Press Baldwin 
1 said: “There was not much gas in the 
; Img nnthe cold atmosphere condition 
during the night should cause the gas 
to condense. Owing to the fact that we 
are unable to determine by which strata 
of air the ‘Arrow’ will be affected, It is 
useless for us to attempt to pursue the 
runaway until we have heard it has 
I busied. Beyond delaying our flight 

I scheduled for to-morrow. I do not look 
for any more serious results from the ac¬ 
cident.”

A dispatch to the London Daily Mail 
•ays: In view of the false reports that 
lia ve reached home regarding looting in 
Thibet, it is only fair to state that the 
•trieteat discipline has been maintained, 
•nd the troops have shown extraordin¬ 
ary restraint. 

The large quantities of Thibetan curios 
•cut to India have either been pur¬ 
chased by officers or are legitimate 
•polls of war. Part was taken from the 
enemy’s abandoned camps at Guru and 
Karola. and part from the Niani and 
Tse-chan monasteries which were strong¬ 
ly held by the Thibetans, and were enter¬ 
ed by our troops nfter hard fighting. 
Most of the valuable and interesting ar¬ 
ticles at Gyangtse Jong were reserved 
fertile government. iSit innumerable 
•mall images were divided among the of¬ 
ficers by a court appointed to decide the 
question. 

The great Pankhor Choide monastery 
was left intact, though we warned the 
Thibetans that no buildings used for 
military purposes would he spared. 

No enemy has been treated with such 
leniency n« the Thibetans. Except at 
Gyangtse. all produce taken on the road 
was paid for, and compensation was 
given to the villagers for damage done 
to the crops. 

No doubt there were a few cases of 
individual looting during and after the 
protracted operations at Gj'nngtse, but 
the perpetrators when discovered were 
•ererriy dealt with. 

At Nagartse two Sepoys were sen¬ 
tenced to two years’ imprisonment for 
attempting to rob a monastery, nnd an¬ 
other who took the earrings from a 
native of the country was severely 
flogged.
